dent Nixon, under increasing 
congressional pressure for a 
quick start in some U. S. troop 
withdrawals from Vietnam, evi- 
dently has begun a campaign to 
convince the public such a move 
is Inadvisible at this time.

Abe Fortas Confirms 
Money Deposit Story 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) - Jus­ 
tice Abe Fortas received a 
$20,000 fee from the family of 
Industrialist Louis E. Wolfson 
three months after he was seat­ 
ed on the Supreme Court and 
did not return the money until 
11 months later, according to 
Life magazine. 
Fortas confirmed Sunday that 
he was offered and considered 
a fee but flatly denied that he 
accepted or that he stepped in 
to help Wolfson, a former cli­ 
ent who went to jail last month 
on a fedeal 
securities law 
conviction. 
The justice said he returned 
the fee, “ tendered” in 1966, 
“ with my thanks.” His state­ 
ment, Issued at the court after 
he had read an advance copy of 
the Life article, did not say how 
large the fee was or when he re­ 
turned It. 
Life’s account was that the 
Wolfson Family Foundation, a 
tax-free 
charitable 
organi­ 
zation set up by Wolfson and his 
brothers, paid Fortas $20,OCX 
in January 1966, three months 
after he was sworn in as an 
associate justice. 


The article, by William Lam­ 
bert, said Fortas returned the 
money in Demember 1966, three 
months after the financial ty­ 
coon and hts longtime business 
associate, Elkin Gerbert, had 
been indicted on charges of sell­ 
ing a large block of unregis­ 
tered stock in a company Wolf­ 
son and Gerbert controlled. 
Life said “whatever services 


he may or may not have ren­ 
dered to the foundation, Justice 
Fortas’ 
name was 
being 
dropped in strategic places by 
Wolfson and his business assoc­ 
iate, Elkin Gerbert, in their 
effort to stay out of prison.” 
The 
Justice 
Department, 
meanwhile, said it “ is aware 
of the contents of the article 
in Life magazine and current­ 
ly has the matter under consid­ 
eration.” 
Fortas* statement, issued two 
hours after he had driven to the 
court on an otherwise quiet 
Sunday, began; “ I have not 
accepted any fee or emolumnet 
from Mr. Wolfson or the Wolf­ 
son Family Foundation or any 
related person or group.”

The program’s intent is to 
supply a $7.00 package of nu­ 
trients-iron-enriched 
cereal, 
fruit juice, canned meat —each 
month 
to malnourished fam­ 
ilies. 
But, after six months, the pro­ 
gram has reached less than 
100.000 of foe target figure of 
225.000 mothers and children. 
However, the Nixon adminis­ 
tration will continue to press the 
project which was Initiated by 


the 
Johnson administration, 
along with other federal food 
programs, say Agricultire De­ 
partment officials. The admin­ 
istration has asked for $15 mil­ 
lion increase in foe depart­ 
ment’s food program budget 
overall. 
The problem centers on poor 
federal-local cooperation and 
little local awareness of what 
all department programs can 
and should do, spokesmen say. 
Without cooperation, little can 
be done, they add. 
The Department hopes to cure 
some of foe trouble with an edu­ 
cational campaign among labor 
unions, 
churches, 
business 
groups and universities.

Manhattan. 
The jet is a Royal Air Force 
Vertical Take Off and Landing 
—VTOL —Harrier being piloted 
by RAF Squadron Leader T.L. 
Lecky - Thompson. 
It 
was sceduled to touch 
down on a small cleared area on 
the bank of foe East River near 
23rd Street around noon. 
The craft is one of foe contest­ 
ants in foe *'everything goes” 
1969 transatlantic air race be- 
tween the top of London’s Post 
O ffice Tower and the observa­ 
tion deck of New York's Empire 


State Building. 
How you get there is not im­ 
portant — it can be by jet, bal­ 
loon, elevator, ambulance, an­ 
tique car, scheduled air liner, or 
hiking. 
The Harrier jet can climb 
10,000 feet in 40 seconds and 
land on “ postage stamp” size 
clearings. The world's first op­ 
erational VTOL, it was designed 
for close support and recon­ 
naissance duties. 
Tanker planes were escorting 
the Harrier to refuel her in 
flight. 
Already one of foe contestants 
claims a flight record. 
Lt. Paul Waterhouse piloted a 
Royal Navy Phantom jet across 
the Atlantic Sunday in 5hours, 4 
m Inutes and 25 seconds. When 


he landed in London, a Navy 
spokesman said it was foe fast­ 
est transatlantic flight ever. His 
trips to and from the airport 
took another 26 minutes. 
The 
race, sponsored by foe 
London Daily Mail to mark foe 
50th anniversary of the first 
nonstop flight over foe Atlantic, 
offers $144,003 in prizes. Ithas 
drawn 390 entries in 21 cate­ 
gories. 
John Alcock and Arthur Whit­ 
ten Brown flew aVickers-Vlmy 
biplane from Newfoundland to a 
bog near Galway, Ireland on 
June 14 and 15, 1919, taking 15 
hours, 57 minutes.

Many parents are baffled by

A s sorry as our times seem to 
be, teens must gradually learn 
how to live with tilings as they 
are.

Gulf Between Parents 
And Teenagers Baffling 


By DOROTHY R IC K ER 
Many parents are baffled by 
the ever-widening gulf between 
parents and the teen-age mem­ 
bers of the fam ily. With each 
passing year toe inte rests of the 
young people branch out and be­ 
come more and more separated 
from 
those of their parents. 
And, because toe young people 
are 
absorbed in their new­ 
found interests, they often are 
not aware of toe changes in 
their 
fam ily 
re laton ships, 
while parents feel toe changes 
keenly and become upset. One 
mother describes the problem 
this way; 
“ Our 16-year-old son and 14- 
year-old daughter 
are really 
fine youngsters and we all get 
along w ell, but toe older they 
are 
the harder it is to be 
cluse to toem. 
That is, wv 
seem to have less and less 
in common. The youngsters are 
pleasant and cooperative about 
things we ask them to do but 
in the evenings when we are 
all at home we sim ply cannot 
find things to talk about. They 
are wrapped up in their friends, 
school activities, party plans 
and just about everything else 
except their fam ily life at home. 
Is this normal for their ages? 
Isn 't possible for parents to be 
close friends with their teen­ 
a g e rs ?" 


Most parents have a difficult 
tim e adjusting to the changes 
in 
their offspring's interests 
when their children reach toe 
teen years. 
During childhool 
Mom and Dad are a young per­ 
son's whole world. 
But in the 
teen years tilings change. The 
young 
person 
makes 
new 
friend s, acquire new interests 
quite apart from form er fam ily 
ties and some parents feel a 
little hurt by the fact that they 
are no longer the center of the 
ch ild 's whole existence. How­ 
e ve r, this is something parents 
m ust learn to accept. 
Young people must start to 
build their own lives, must 


learn 
to 
choose 
their 
own 
friends and how to avoid m is­ 
takes when they are on their 


own, away from the watchful, 
protective eyes of their parents. 
A ll through the teen years 
parents should always be ready 
to 
help 
and 
guide 
but not 
“ hover" over their teen-agers 
to the extent of shutting toem 
off from the world as It Is. 


A s sorry as our times seem to 
be, teens must gradually learn 
how to live with tilings as they 
are. Obviously, parents should 
not allow their offspring to fo l­ 
low all their desires but they 
must try to teach values to live 
by which w ill lead toe young 
person to adopt toe ideals which 
are good and to shun those 
which are bad. 


Even toougn teen-agers should 
be encouraged to develop inter­ 
ests outside of the fam ily this 
is no reason for parents and 
teens to become “ strangers." 
When such a condition develops 
in a fam ily it usually Indicates 
that toe separation of parent- 
teen Interest has been too great. 
They have overlooked the fact 
they still have much in com mon, 
they are s till a fam ily, there 
are still many interests they 
can share. 


Each fam ily must solve the 
get-together problem in its own 
way, depending on the facilities 
available and the interests of 
the Individuals. Parents try to 
accept toe fact that their teen­ 
agers' Interests are going to 
be different in many ways from 
'h eir own. Then, without prying, 
they should try to draw toe 
young people out, learn what 
they are thinking and doing.

The lungs should be 
inflated at the rate of twelve 
times a minute for adults, 20 
times a minute for sm all chil­ 
dren, and 30 times a minute 
for babies. 
If toe lungs do not 
inflate, the air passage should 
be checked for possible ob­ 
struction. 
This 
procedure 
should be started as soon as 
possible and continued until help 
arrives or toe patient starts 
breathing on his own. 
M rs. Deitz described several 
pamphlets on health and child 
development which could be o r­ 
dered from various sources. 
She also discussed and answer­ 
ed questions about Fam ily Life 
Education since she is on toe 
committee investigating the use 
of such a program in toe Red 
Bluff Schools.

Please take 
good care of it." 


The 78-year-old sculptor said 


he has had the idea for more 
than 20 years. He first began 
drawing it in Par is during World 
War II. But the Nazis forced 
him to flee. 
Later, small 


models he made were destroyed 
by a fire in his New York 
studio. 
"I was always dreaming to 


m ake it bigger," the artist said. 
And the $250,003 commission 
from Los Angeles industrialists 
Lawrence Deutsch and Lloyd 
R ingler made it possible. 


The bold, flowing lines of the 


sculpture, entitled "Peace on 
Earth," have become Lipchitz' 
artistic trademark. The little 
lines accent the massive bodies 
of people reaching for the dove, 
which is bringing the treasure 
of peace to earth. 


"I think this will take a place 
among the monumental outdoor 
sculpture of all times," said art 
professor G«n Isaacson. 'It is 
a brilliant thing which has to 
be seen. There are so many 
nuances and subtleties .... it's 
amazing." 


The casting is 30 feet high. 


It was made in a workshop 
near the Italian quarry where 
Michelangelo cut his marble. 
The sculpture was almost lost 
in 1965 when the rains which 
deluged Italy washed half the 
plaster 
away. It took seven 


months to repair the damage.

With Nixon For Tax Cut Holdups

FRESNO 
(AP) -T h e United 
Republicans of California are 
im patient with President Nixon 
for not cutting taxes and down­ 
right angry with three other 
Republicans 
for 
supporting 
Thomas B railey, a Negro, for 
m ayor of Los Angeles. 
The conservative group of po­ 
litical grass roots workers also 
wants 
school 
districts 
to 
declare a moratorium on sta rt­ 
ing new sex education courses, 
declaring 
the 
controversial 
curriculum 
threatens “ mod­ 
esty, morality and spiritual val­ 
ues.*’ 
In the final session of an an­ 
nual convention Sunday, dele­ 
gates approved a series of reso­ 
lutions that reaffirmed UROC*s 
conservative stand and empha­ 
sized Its hostility to regular 
party leaders. 
A total of 417 delegates — 
representing an estim ated 9,000 
m em bers —attended the m eet­ 
ing, but by the time it came 
to vote for resolutions their 
num ber had dwindled to less 
than 20D. 
An almost unanimous vote ap­ 
proved a resolution that said 
Nixon, while campaigning for 
president, had promised repeal 
of the 10 per cent income su r­ 
charge. 
It said, “ The United Republi­ 
cans 
of California urge the 
President to honor nis campaign 
pledge.** 
Only one delegate rose to de­ 
fend Nixon. 
“ The Damocrats gave Nixon 
90 days and I’d like to hold 
off on the resolution," said 
Richard Tagg of Norwalk. 
Then, delegates struck hard 
at three Republicans for their 
support of Bradley, a city coun­ 


cilm an running against fellow 
Dem ocrat Sam Yorty, the in­ 
cumbent, 
in 
the nonpartisan 
race. 
The delegates strongly criti­ 
cized Rep. Alphonzo Bell, R- 
C allf., 
and 
Sens. 
Charles 
Goodell, R-N.Y., and Charles 
P erch, R-I1L, for coming West 


and voicing support of Bradley. 
Bell was a candidate for may­ 
o r In the prim ary and when 
he was eliminated joined the 
Bradley side. 
Finally, delegates lashed out 
at Nixon’s appointment of Char­ 
les W. Yost as ambassador to 
the United Nations. 
A resolution said that Yost 
was “ long-time friend*’ of Al­ 
g er Hiss, convicted of perjury 
In the 1940s in a congressional 
investigation of Comiminlst spy 
activities. 


The resolution also declared 
that Yost is Identified in the 
Congressional 
Record as 
a 
“ long-time 
friend 
of many 
known Communists.” 
Turning its attention to state 
Issues, the group vowed a year­ 
long campaign against sex edu­ 
cation in public schools. 
One 
resolution 
asked local 
school boards to declare a m or­ 
atorium on new sex education 
courses until a proposed legis­ 
lative 
investigation 
is com­ 
pleted. 
Another 
asked 
Republican 
Gov. Reagan to Intervene to 
save 
the job 
of Dr. Edwin 
Klotz, deposed special assistant 
to the State Board of Education. 
Klotz was 
given another job 
because he publicly opposed the 
board’s recent endorsement of 
lim ited sex education. He con­ 
tended he did the criticizing on 


his own time. 
A third resolution attacked a

SACRAMENTO (AP) — The 
Senate*» Democratic president 
pro tem, Hugh M. Burns, con* 
tinues to hope Republicans will 
us# their majority to take over 
his office next year — but que»* 
tions their ability to do so.

candidates in recent elections. 
In an interview Sunday ovei 
McClatchy Broadcasting tele­ 
vision and radio stations, Burns 
underlined the GOP problems:

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Justice For Sale

To many Americans, nothing Is so immutable as numbers on an 


adding machine tape, or more recently, on a computer printout. 
Numbers are the emphatic language of the grocer, the income tax 
collector, the doctor, the banker. 


That is what makes the U. S. Justice Department's interven- 


tion in a Chicago civil rights suit so significant. The case unfolds 
in numbers that tell a simple, powerful story. 


Asst. Atty. Gen. Jerris Leonard announced the Nixon Admin. 


istration's entrance into the suit, brought by Negroes seeking 
return of money they spent paying Inflated prices for houses in 
a transitional neighborhood. 


Leonard said blockbusting real estate dealers bought houses 


in Chicago's Lawndale neighborhood for as little as $12,500, then 
resold them for as much as $20,000. 


Those real estate dealers traded on the fears of white residents 


and the frustrations of Negro families who could find no decent 
housing. 


If the suit is successful, it could have broad implications for 


the whole structure of racial discrimination in this country, 
for housing is at the root of the problem. 


The suit seeks to have dealers return the excess profits to 


Negroes from whom it is claimed they were taken. 


When you take the 


dealt It a fatal blow. 


profit out of discrimination, you have 


The Justice Department also is attempting to ferret out anoth- 


er subtle vestige of exploitation. 


Because some Negro buyers could not obtain mortgage finan- 


cing, they bought through installment contracts. The speculator 
thus retained the title, and the buyer enjoyed no real equity until 
his house was fully paid for. 


The Justice Department properly seeks to have clauses re- 


moved from such contracts, through which the owner-creditors 
could charge repairs to the debtor without his consent, creating 
a method for perpetual debt. 


It is only unfortunate that there is no law immediately appli- 


cable under which the original white owners could recover money 
they lost to blockbusters by selling at deflated prices. 


This is no broad Indictment of real estate dealers. It is an in- 


dictment of the artificial manipulation, through racial fears, 
of the open system that has built America Into a nation of home- 
owners.

Bolivia suffered the loss of 
its president, Rene Barrientos 
Ortuno, killed in a helicopter 
crash, and the vice president, 
Luis Adolfo Sites-Salinas quiet- 
ly stepped into his shoes, with* 
out incident or revolution. Not 
a shot was fired In a country 
where a good many presidents 
have been shot or hanged in the 
past. 
This highlights the fact that 
Bolivia, 
a desperately poor 


country, high up In the Andes, 
has made great progress. A 
few years ago peasant farm- 
ers were sold as chattels with 
the land. But in the last fifteen 
years Bolivia has undergone a 
social revolution. The peasants 
now own their land. They have 
taken on a new pride, a new 
determination to Improve. 


I witnessed this two years 


ago, 
when Barrientos flew with 


Chief Justice Earl Warren to 
the ancient capital of Sucre, 
landed on a cow pasture and 
drove into the heart of the city. 
Thousands of Indians swarmed 
through the narrow streets. The 
hills were steep, the altitude 
high, the cobblestones rough. 
But the Indians ran as fast as 
the motor caravan carrying the 
chief justice and President Bar- 
rientos. 


Dressed In rough homespun 


woolens and wearing 
thick, 


broad-brimmed hats of llama 
hair they thronged the public 
square to shout greetings to 
their president and the Ameri- 
can chief justice. It was a dem- 
onstration of loyalty to a lead- 
er who was doing his best to 
improve the status of the Indian 
masses. 


VISIT TO IPA 


Two years before, President 


Barrientos came to the United 
States at my Invitation, to be 
the chief speaker at the annual 
convention of the International 
Platform Association. He spoke 
eloquently of the problems of

North Americans, was given 
an official luncheon by Presi- 
dent Johnson, and himself en.

ON THE RIGHT

An hour spent with Senator 
Albert 
Gore, 
the powerful 


chairman of the Senate Sub- 
committee on International Or- 
ganization and Disarmament, is 
an hour well spent for anyone 
inquiring into the morphology of 
anti-ABMism. Senator Gore is 
tough and well-briefed, and he 
has distilled most of the argu- 
ments against ABM, which he 
uses with good effect. 


There Is, we learn by the way, 


a considerable irk among some 
senators who believe that Mr. 
Nixon and his staff have been 
divulging secret information as 
a matter of polemical conven- 
ience. That habit, says Senator 
Gore, Is disposing a number of 
senators against the President, 
for reasons which, he concedes, 
are not valid. He gave an ex- 
ample. 
After our reconnais- 


sance plane was shot down, 
the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee gathered in secret 
session to get the exact infor- 
mation on where the plane was 
shot down and where it had come 
from. The experience with Ton- 
kin Bay, said the Senator, con- 
vinced a lot of them that, to 
avoid subsequent embarrass- 
ment, there Is no substitute 
for tough questioning. Accord- 
ingly, the Senators called in a 
colonel from the Pentagon who 
is the coordinator of all intel- 
ligence In that particular field. 


On this occasion, the colonel 


pleaded that what he would be 
divulging was something so sec- 
ret that he begged that the cus- 
tomary 
full-security 
steno- 


typlst be excused, simply as a 
matter of consummate discre- 
tion. The senators acceded. 
Whereupon the senator revealed 
that we had devised a means 
of Intercepting the information 
that is picked up by Soviet 
and Red Chinese radars. That, 
In effect, their radars were 
performing right into our own 
screens. 
And we had, under 


the circumstances, absolutely 
certain knowledge that the flight 


of the doomed ship had been 
recorded by the Communists as 
traveling down a line well out- 
side the pronibited air space. 


Now, 
said the colonel, if the 


Communists knew that we have 
this coded gadget, they would 
rejlgger their whatnots, and the 
cost to American intelligence 
would be imponderable. 


The next morning, at his press 


conference, President Nixon, in 
talking about the incident, calm- 
ly related that our machines 
had Intercepted the Coimnin- 
ists', In a tone of voice as 
matter-of-fact as though he had 
been reciting statistics on the 
year's steel production. 


Now Senator Gore is exper- 


ienced enough to know that any 
President is likely to forget 
temporarily what, of the mass 
of Information he has told of, 
is super-secret and what isn't; 
so that the overwhelming prob- 
ability, even as seen through 
the beady eyes of a coiled 
Democrat, is that the Presi- 
dent made an innocent mistake. 
But, as a psychological matter. 
It is a problem, and there 
are senators around who are 
relating the President's slip 
to the statements made by Sec- 
retary Laird on the necessity 
of ABM,

Oc- 
casionally, in very severe cases 
of pigeon-breast or funnel- 
chest, its opposite, there may 
ire some 
Interference with 


proper respiration, especially 
after exercise. His good health 
now ia an indication that his 
heart and lungs are not pres- 
sured or imposed on by this 
rather unusual malformation 
of the cheat that occurs very 
infrequently at birth. 


The fact that the condition 


does not concern your 'daugh- 
ter does not mean that she is 
overlooking the psychological 
problems that may arise in a 
young, sensitive boy. I am al- 
ways astonished when, in a 
good relationship between par- 
ents and their children, there 
is an underlying feeling that 
grandparents are barging in 
on a family problem.

The 
fact that it is a relatively rare, 
emotional disturbance is not 
nearly as important as is the 
fact that it is destructive to 
your family's structure and 
that it needs immediate psy- 
chological control. You will, I 
am sure, recall that your hus- 
band snowed other neurotic 
tendencies before thU. Now it 
ia imperative that you speak 
to your doctor and to a psy- 
chiatrist if he is to be freed 
of this burden of fear.

To many Americans, nothing Is so immutable as numbers on an 
adding machine tape, or more recently, on a computer printout. 
Numbers are the emphatic language of the grocer, the Income tax 
collector, the doctor, the banker. 


That Is what makes the U. S. Justice Departm ent's interven* 
tlon in a Chicago civil rights suit so significant. The case unfolds 
in numbers that tell a simple, powerful story. 


Asst. Atty. Gen. Je rrls Leonard announced the Nixon Admin* 
istration's entrance Into the suit, brought by Negroes seeking 
return of money they spent paying Inflated prices for houses in 
a transitional neighborhood. 


Leonard said blockbusting real estate dealers bought houses 
In Chicago's Lawndale neighborhood for as little as $12,500, then 
resold them for as much as $20,000. 


Those real estate dealers traded on the fears of white residents 
and the frustrations of Negro fam ilies who could find no decent 
housing. 


If the suit Is successful, it could have broad implications for 
the whole structure of racial discrim ination In this country, 
for housing Is at the root of the problem. 


The suit seeks to have dealers return the excess profits to 
Negroes from whom It is claimed they w ere taken. 


When you take the 
dealt it a fatal blow. 
profit out of discrim ination, you have 


The Justice Department also Is attempting to ferret out anoth­ 
er subtle vestige of exploitation. 


Because some Negro buyers could not obtain mortgage finan* 
clng, they bought through Installment contracts. The speculator 
thus retained the title, and the buyer enjoyed no real equity until 
his house was fully paid for. 


The Justice Department properly seeks to have clauses re­ 
moved from such contracts, through which the owner-creditors 
could charge repairs to the debtor without his consent, creating 
a method for perpetual debt. 


It is only unfortunate that there is no law immediately appli­ 
cable under which the original white owners could recover money 
they lost to blockbusters by selling at deflated prices. 


This is no broad indictment of real estate dealers. It is an in­ 
dictm ent of the artificial manipulation, through racial fears, 
of the open system that has built America into a nation of home­ 
owners.

WASHINGTON — It didn't 
make the headlines of Charles 
de 
Gaulle's 
abdication 
in 
France, but a onetime turbiu 
lent country In Latin America 
last week survived tragedy and 
political change without turbia 
lence. 
Bolivia suffered the loss of 
its president, Rene Barrientos 
Ortuno, killed in a helicopter 
crash, and the vice president, 
Luis Adolfo Slles-Salinas quiet­ 
ly stepped into his shoes, wlttw 
out Incident or revolution. Not 
a shot was fired In a country 
where a good many presidents 
have been shot or hanged In the 
past. 
This highlights the fact that 
Bolivia, 
a desperately poor 
country, high up in the Andes, 
has made great progress. A 
few years ago peasant farm­ 
e rs were sold as chattels with 
the land. But in the last fifteen 
years Bolivia has undergone a 
social revolution. The peasants 
now own their land. They have 
taken on a new pride, a new 
determination to Improve. 
I witnessed this two years 
ago, when Barrientos flew with 
Chief Justice Earl W arren to 
the ancient capital of Sucre, 
landed on a cow pasture and 
drove uito the heart of the city. 
Thousands of Indians swarmed 
through the narrow streets. The 
hills were steep, the altitude 
high, the cobblestones rough. 
But the Indians ran as fast as 
the motor caravan carrying the 
chief justice and President Bar­ 
rientos. 
Dressed in rough homespun 
woolens and wearing 
thick, 
broad-brimmed hats of llama 
hair they thronged the public 
square 
to shout 
greetings to 
their president and the Ameri­ 
can chief justice. It was a dem­ 
onstration of loyalty to a lead­ 
er who was doing his best to 
improve the status of the Indian 
m asses.

Two years before, President 
Barrientos came to the United 
States at my Invitation, to be 
the chief speaker at the annual 
convention of the International 
Platform Association. He spoke 
eloquently of the problems of 
his country and the South Ameri­ 
can continent, 
mingled with 
North Americans, was given 
an official luncheon by P resi­ 
dent Johnson, and himself ei* 
tertained Vice President Hum­ 
phrey and N.Y. Mayor John 
Lindsay.

Whereupon the senator revealed 
that we had devised a means 
of intercepting the information 
that Is picked up by Soviet 
and Red Chinese radars. That, 
in effect, their radars were 
performing right into our own 
screens. 
And we had, under 
the circum stances, absolutely 
certain knowledge that the flight
